Now 
that your task seems to the outward eye to be accom¬ 
plished—the whole North being professedly anti-slavery 
l_ s o that it would surprise nobody, any day, if your 
separate organization was found unnecessary—there is 
still a special work for every Abolitionist to do in his 
own place, in training those about him who desire to be 
trained in the principles and in the lore of anti-slavery 
wisdom. “ Suffering ” is no longer “ the badge of all 
your tribe ”; and it is a blessed duty to which you are 
now called—to show practically that suffering has had 
an enlarging and elevating effect upon you, rendering 
you as generous and sympathetic in your hour of ease 
and credit as you were brave and faithful in the days 
■ when your duty was that of protest and denunciation. 

It is this view of your position and state of mind 
which affords the best friends of the American people 
the only consolation now possible for the disappointment 
and concern caused by the events of the last month. Our 
comfort in you had need be great; for our grief at the 
conduct of the people at the North generally is very 
strong. When I wrote last time of the precipitancy and 
folly of Mr. Cassius M. Clay, I could have no conception 
that his blunders and bluster would bo taken up by so 
large a portion of society in the Northern States. From 
the South we should have expected nothing else. We 
have had only too much experience of ignorant mis¬ 
apprehension, of injurious imputation, of irascible tem¬ 
per, and petulant manners from a succession of govern¬ 
ments at Wasliington; and we neither looked for 
acknowledgments of error nor expected better beha¬ 
vior in future, because we attributed the evil to the 
barbarism encouraged by slavery, and were aware that 
it must last as long as “ the peculiar institution.” But 
we were full of hope, and I may say expectation, that 
things would he very different when the slaveholders’ 
faction no longer ruled the country. I am not aware 
that we have now anything to regret in the conduct of 
the President and his Cabinet as a whole ; hut, with 
regard to the rest of society—the folly and intemper¬ 
ance of its conduct has been such as to show us, either 
that the evil moral effects of slavery have spread more 
generally through the community than the world had 
imagined, or that other causes of mischief are at work 
which had not been sufficiently recognized. However 
this may be, the people of the free States (or those of 
them who assume to represent the country) have done 
themselves and their cause more mischief in the very 
first weeks of their entrance upon power than all the 
enemies they have in the world could have inflicted- 
First, they, by their representatives, enacted a vicious 
piece of legislation which, if it had not been impracti¬ 
cable, would have oppressed industry and ruined com¬ 
merce ; and next, they have alienated their best friends, 
and forfeited the confidence of all Europe in their judg¬ 
ment, temper and manners. What the disappointment 
is to their kindred here, and the friends of free institu¬ 
tions everywhere, I need hardly explain; but it is 
necessary to say that the mischief is well nigh irrepar¬ 
able. It is not difficult to us, after the experience we 
have had at Washington, to disregard evil construction, 
and hear with offence, and we do not look for repara¬ 
tion, because those who are quickest in offence are 
usually slowest in acknowledgment; but, however 
ready our will is to condone offences, we can do 
nothing in regard to what lies beyond the range of the 
will. Confidence and cordiality are not at the command 
of the will, and those who have rashly forfeited these 
will have to recover them by a long course of intelligent 
and just conduct, if indeed the mischief of the last few 
weeks can ever be repaired. What a month has thrown 
away it will take a generation to retrieve.

governments and peoples, as the slightest political 
knowledge and sagacity would have shown that there 
must be. The same lack of political knowledge which 
caused the apostrophes to France, which I will not char¬ 
acterize, appears again in the observation that the Queen 
has caused “ aberrations in the policy of England.” The 
most superficial acquaintance with European poUtics 
or political history would have taught the reporters 
that constitutional sovereigns do not govern but reign 
If there had been any “ aberrations ” in policy, they 
could not have been caused by the Queen. y 

As for the connection in which this was said—no 
condemnation from this side can be needed to enhance 
the indignation against the persons who announced that 
the Queen was insane; but it must come into the 
account, because such an outrage as the publication of 
that lie is a peculiar feature in the case. If I am aaked 
whether an ill-conditioned foreigner from any country 
might not have committed such an act, I must reply 
that I rather think not; and that I am confident there 
is no country in Europe in which any respectable news¬ 
paper would have published the unsupported statement. 
The person who wrote it might have known that it is 
usual for bereaved daughters to retire from society 
during the first period of mourning ; and that it is not 
usual to seize that time of defencelessness and sorrow 
to inflict injury and insult; and he must have known 
that the Queen saw her ministers and transacted busi¬ 
ness as nsual, and that she had near relatives as her 
guests, and took her usual walks and drives all the 
time. Here, again, the mistake is exposed already. 
The Queen has held two drawing-rooms, and relaxed in 
her retirement; but the shaming of the slanderer does 
not compensate for the spreading of the slander. 

Without this last item, the sum of errors is very 
grave ; and more serious still is the fact that the peo¬ 
ple of the Northern States are liable to such mistakes 
of judgment and temper. It is this liability which ren¬ 
ders confidence and cordiality impossible. There is no 
relying on any people capable of such blind precipi¬ 
tancy, such suspicion of us whom they ought to know 
so well, and such fretfulness in intei’course with us. 
The way in which hope lies is in the question— who 
these people are ? We have seen a newspaper here and 
there—sadly few—which gave evidences of sense and 
temper more accordant with our idea of Northern opi¬ 
nion and sentiment; and we have every disposition to 
believe that there must be a multitude of sensible men 
and women who have seen the folly and crime of this 
recent exhibition. But how long do such citizens mean 
to permit the bullies to represent American society, 
unchecked and unrepudiated ? This is a question which 
they cannot consult upon too soon. 

I observe some mortification expressed here and 
there at the insufficiency of European admiration of the 
uprising of the North. I do not think such mortifica¬ 
tion is well-grounded. As far as I know, there is a 
hearty appreciation of the movement—an exclamation 
everywhere that the impulse is as fine as any patriotic 
impulse can be. For more than this time is necessary. 
Time must show whether the patriots who have offered 
themselves so gallantly will sustain their quality through 
months or years of endurance and heroic achievement. 
When they have shown the world a fine example of 
military discipline and civic self-denial; when they 
have afforded a spectacle of sobriety and purity in 
camp, of public spirit in bearing taxation, and of high 
probity in the ultimate discharge of all liabilities to the 
public creditor, at home and abroad, they will not have 
to wait for the homage of all men and women whose 
esteem and admiration are worth having. Meantime, I 
believe there is not a more ardent wish in the hearts of 
all lovers of freedom than that the citizens of the free 
States of America may, in the fullness of time, be 
graced by this homage, without drawback in the inter¬ 
val. There is some anxiety caused by the virulent 
spirit of public writings and speeches generally. It 
was hoped that the North would have been above 
returning “ railing for railing ” with the South, and 
that it would have remembered more effectually that 
irritability and passion are signs, not of strength, but 
of weakness. These things may come right; but all 
mutual insult now is so much needless, and perhaps 
fatal, difficulty in the future. It is conceivable that the 
slaveholders might find it less difficult to surrender 
slavery than to get over some of the language that I 
have seen, $imed at feelings which no man is called 
upon, undo*- any circumstances, to attack. Patriotic 
citizens on the right side of a conflict have no need ol 
questionable weapons, and should throw them out 
beyond the limits of their political camp.

I have just received The Standabd of June 22d, and 1 
wish to lose no time in expressing my entire concur¬ 
rence in the spirit and sentiments of your article on 
the “ Attitude of England.” If you had been living in 
England you would not have more correctly appre¬ 
hended the state of feeling on the American question on 
this side of the water. The sensitiveness that has been 
exhibited in the Northern States, in consequence of the 
talk in The Times newspaper and the course of our 
statesmen in recognizing the seceding States as bellige¬ 
rents, appears to us extravagant. As to the Times, 
it is absurd to regard the opinion of an able, unscrupu¬ 
lous newspaper writer, as the deliberate judgment of 
the British people. How would Americans like to be 
held responsible for the atrocious swagger of James 
Gordon Bennett? By the way, it has occurred to a 
good many people here that, since Bennett was fright¬ 
ened by the New York mob into making his paper a 
staunch organ of the Northern Union men, he has tried 
to divert attention from his own ludicrous'position, by 
throwing dust into his readers’ eyes and getting up a 
hostile feeling against England. We look upon that as 
a sure card with a large class of your free and enlight¬ 
ened population. No political doctrine has been so 
widely popular amongst us for years past as that of 
non-intervention—and in the acknowledgment of the 
seceders as belligerents no more is meant than that 
they are what all the acts of your own government 
have hitherto admitted them to be. You may call 
them what you please, but you give them all the benefits 
of the position of regularly constituted enemies. You 
don’t hang them, and you occasionally still act as their 
slave-catchers and the careful guardians of their human 
property. 

When you reflect that a proportion of ninety-nine 
out of every hundred American visitors to England 
have been (if they are not still) defenders or apologists 
of the slave system ; that this civil war is not in any 
shape or manner officially understood to be a war 
against slavery; that, as it is not against slavery, most 
Englishmen really do not know what it is about; and 
that very few indeed have a clear idea of the nature 
of your Constitution and Union, or understand why 
you are trying to compel people into a Union who hate 
you very heartily, and have always bullied, insulted, 
robbed, cheated, and abused you to the best of their 
ability, it is not reasonable to expect much sympathiz¬ 
ing enthusiasm in England. 

You are perfectly right in assuming that, with the 
great mass of the English people, their anti-slavery pre¬ 
possessions are no sham. If this war of yours had for 
one of its declared objects the abolition of slavery by 
treaty, by compensation or by force, gradually or imme¬ 
diately, the feeling in your favor would be enthusiastic. 
As matters really stand, there is, 1 suspect, a general 
impression that since, like the nettle or the thistle, 
it is difficult to approach you too nearly without being 
the worse for the contact, it is better to keep a civil 
distance ; that the less wo say or do the better; and 
accordingly, both in Parliament and out of doors, it is 
generally understood that the less said, the easier 
mended I don’t believe this prudent reserve has in it 
any element of fear or of cowardly timidity. It is 
more like the reserve of a grown up man who has an 
irritable, cantankerous, quarrelsome and utterly un¬ 
reasonable youth to deal with. 

That there is a numerous and influential class in the 
great centres of trade, Manchester, Liverpool and 
London, who think of the supply of cotton as the only 
matter worth considering, is quite true. It is natural, 


who scout the idea of British subjects ever being mal¬ 
treated in the South, such talk is stupid enough, though 
I cannot see that it is “ brutal.” The ignorance of 
thousands of people in good standing amongst us re¬ 
specting everything American would be almost unbe¬ 
lievable to any one of ordinary intelligence from the 
free States. Just as the very same kind of ignorance 
prevails amongst Americans respecting matters and 
things here—and that the very wisest people both here 
and there know almost nothing of people, things, and 
institutions to which they have never directed their 
attention. I remember a very ignorant and boorish 
“ ministering Friend ” from the back part of Indiana 
who travelled here “ in the work of the ministry,” 
many years since, and who was greatly scandalized by 
the extravagant luxury of brass fenders and other ordi¬ 
nary appliances of civilized life, which he thought 
were made of gold, and unpardonably extravagant 
in “ members of our Society.” 

If the votes were taken to record the leanings of our 
people generally in regard to your present difficulties, 
an immense majority in England and Scotland would be 
for the North. Whether the Irish multitude, whose pro¬ 
clivities for the pro-slavery Democracy are so remark¬ 
able, would favor the North or the South I really do 
not know. I would not greatly wonder if, under the 
direction of their spiritual advisers, they preferred the 
latter—since to these a really free Republic, such as 
the North would be if the slaveholders were shaken 
off, would be gall and wormwood. 

Is it fair to expect us to be full of zeal in your patri¬ 
otic struggle, when we see accounts in your papers of 
your favorite Generals sending back poor fellows into 
the hell of slavery—and compacts made with the slave¬ 
holders that, if they will only be loyal to the Union, 
their property of all kinds shall he secured to them ? 
Such conduct is regarded with disgust and contempt, 
and it deserves no better. What are the maintenance 
of the Union and the Constitution, compared wffn the 
possession of one’s own body and hones ? 

I have never doubted that the backbone of the Slave 
Power was broken by the secession—but people gene¬ 
rally cannot see this—and it is even now hard to see 
when the end will come—though it must come'before 
very long; 

As to the poor-spirited, trimming counsel of Lord 
Brougham to the English people to avoid offending the 
Southern States by open opposition to slavery, his 
advice will not ho taken, and nobody who knows him 
is much surprised by it. He is a wonderful old man, 
amazing for his activity, energy, capacity, knowledge 
and power, and in past years for his tremendous talent 
for eloquence and sarcasm—but it is long since he has 
been credited for any great moral stability, or for 
heartfelt enthusiasm on behalf of humanity. He has 
taken up and labored ably and well in hehalf of many 
a noble cause—but if he had been an American, he 
never would have been an Abolitionist. Probably for 
one American Abolitionist he has ever spoken to, he 
has been courted and flattered and misinformed by a 
hundred of your Southern chivalry. In fact, it is not 
fair to judge of any people by the utterances of any 
individuals, however eminent, or by the articles in any 
paper, however influential, but by the uniform course 
of their conduct and national policy—and that the gene¬ 
ral conduct, policy, and sympathies of England, for 
many years past, have been in favor of liberty, I think 
is unquestionable. 

Great surprise has been felt by many here that some 
hitherto strenuous non-resistant Abolitionists have been 
so carried away by enthusiasm for the war that they 
appear to place their peace principles in abeyance— 
and to hope more from this burst of Northern patriot¬ 
ism than their past experience of Northern politicians 
and voters would seem to justify. I hope much from 
what the Northern people may be driven to by suffer¬ 
ing, but not much from what they are. An immediate 
anti-slavery conversion of the Northern Democracy 
would be as wonderful as any religions revival re¬ 
corded in history. That they should rapidly come 
round to the converse of the Dred Scott decision, 
and be willing to regard the colored people as entitled 
to the rights of men, would indeed be a blessed revolu¬ 
tion, as the harbinger of a glorious change in the 
character, doctrines, and moral influence of the Ameri¬ 
can people.

Pious Privateers.—A captain of one of the vessels 
captured by the privateer Echo, relates the following 
incident:

Waring, Captain Smith, of Brookliaven, from New York, 
for Buenos Ayres, hove in sight, was taken, deprived of 
her crew, and sent in as a prize. This was Sunday,

The advance movement of the grand army, which 
commenced on Tuesday, the 16th inst., and of which 
nothing definite was known at the time of going to 
press last week, has resulted, we regret to say, in a 
defeat—perhaps it is not too much to say an utter rout— 
of the Union forces. The reports which reached this 
city down to Sunday night, though confused and con¬ 
flicting, were on the whole calculated to inspire the 
positive conviction that our troops were on the point of 
winning a great victory by driving the rebels from their 
stronghold at Manassas Junction. The papers of 
Monday morning were jubilant over the asserted fact 
that the enemy’s outposts at Bull’s Run had been 
carried, though with great loss of life, by such fighting 
a# illustrated the high courage and prowess of our vol¬ 
unteers ; but at the very moment when the hopes of 
the people, excited by this news, were at the highest 
pitch, came tidings that the army under Gen. McDowell, 
had been repulsed, and was flying, in a state of dis¬ 
order and utter demoralization, before the rebels. 
Never before did we witness so sudden a revulsion 
from the joy of assured victory to the grief and mor¬ 
tification of signal defeat. From noon till night the 
dispatches grew continually worse and worse, and the 
people went to their beds under the depressing convic¬ 
tion that not less than four or five thousand of our 
brave army had fallen, and that for those who had 
escaped there was nothing but the humiliation of a 
battle as unavailing as it had been bloody. Fortunately 
these reports proved to be very much exaggerated- 
and the truth, as it was gradually sifted from the mass 
of confused rumors, though bitter enough, was seen to 
be not half so bad as had been supposed. 

It is quite impossible for us to find room for any 
complete or even connected report of the battle at 
Bull’s Run. The accounts are spread over whole pages 
of the daily journals, to which and to the local papers 
we must refer our readers. 

The forces actually engaged on our side were not at 
any time more than 20,000, while the rebel army, 
besides having the advantage of fighting on chosen 
ground and behind strong batteries, numbered full 
90,000 men. Gen. Johnston arrived at Manassas Junc¬ 
tion in time to reenforce Gen. Beauregard. The Tribune 
of Wednesday says: 

“ The lists of the killed, wounded, and missing are 
yet incomplete, and by necessity inaccurate. The 
estimates of the casualties still differ from each other 
greatly, though none of them are as high as at first 
reported. It is certain that the losses on our side were 
most strangely exaggerated in the earlier dispatches. 
The very highest estimate is not over 1,000, and 500 is 
probably too large a figure. The Fire Zouaves, as 
admitted by all, made a «plendid fight, charging upon 
the rebel cavalry with an impetuosity against which 
nothing could stand. They suffered severely, hut it is 
believed that not more than 100 are missing or 
wounded. The 69th New York Regiment covered 
itself with glory. It is feared that Col. Corcoran was 
killed, though there is room for hope that he was only 
taken prisoner. This regiment suffered, also, terribly. 
The 71st New York Regiment behaved with admirable 
bravery ; on Tuesday morning they only mustered 600 
men out of 900; 25 or 30, however, returned in the 
course of the forenoon, and it is supposed that their 
entire losses will not exceed 60 men. Col. Wilcox of 
the 1st Michigan Regiment was not killed, as at first 
reported ; he has been heard from, and is a prisoner 
among the rebels. 

“ It is said that Secretary Cameron, after a visit to 
Centreville and the vicinity of Bull’s Run on Saturday, 
was so strongly impressed with the difficulty of forcing 
the enemy’s position, that he returned in great haste to 
Washington for the purpose of changing the orders 
concerning the army movement. It being too late for 
this, however, he sent on all the available troops to 
strengthen the reserve. It appears, also, that a convic¬ 
tion of the hopelessness of the attack weighed upon most 
of the officers of onr army. Gen. McDowell considered 
a victory of so much importance that he felt it necessary 
to risk defeat. It is stated by some of those engaged in 
the fight, that our men were exhausted with hunger, 
having eaten only dry bread on Sunday, and that if they 
had been properly fed they would have fought with a 
better heart. Greater courage they could not have 
shown. 

“ Throughout the country the enthusiasm which 
burst out like wildfire when the first proclamation of 
the President was issued has been renewed by the 
reverse of the other day. Regiments are offering them¬ 
selves to the government everywhere. Nine regiments 
were accepted last night, and 30 move will be taken 
within six days ; 70,000 men hare, within the last thirty- 
six hours, been accepted. Yigor marks every branch 
of the service now, and the spirits of all have recovered 
from the depression of Monday, rising even higher than 

“ It is positively reported that the rebels are in 
retreat from Manassas Junction toward Richmond ; this 
report is strengthened by the fact that their baggage 
waggons have been rapidly moving within the last two 
days. It is certain that none of them have been seen 
this side of Centreville, and that they did not dare to 
pursue our retreating army, being once or twice 
repulsed by the gallant brigade which covered the 
retreat. 

“ Concerning the Rebel losses in the battles of Bull’s 
Run, nothing definite is known. We hear from Mem¬ 
phis that they are there estimated at 3,000. 

“Letters received in Washington from Richmond 
positively state that Gen. Lee left that city on the 18th 
instant with a large force for Lynchburg, on the way to 
cut off the advancing column of Gen. McClellan. 

“ Our loss in artillery is not nearly as great as was 
at first supposed, and it will immediately be made good. 
Sherman’s battery, reported taken, has returned in 
excellent condition.” 

Who knows but this unexpected defeat, so mortifying 
to the pride of the North, may be the very means 
ordained of God to bring the people to a sense of their 
fo'lly and sin in ignoring the rights of the slaves and 
refusing to embrace the opportunity Providentially 
afforded for wiping the blot of slavery from the 
national escutcheon ? We are confident, at any rate, 
that public opinion is gradually but surely ripening to 
the very point of demanding a national emancipation of 
the slaves as the most effectual mode of crushing out 
the rebellion. The following paragraphs, from The 
Times of Wednesday, show in what direction the tide is 
beginning to run. 

“ There is a divinity shaping the course of this war, 
and we must accept its fortunes and its misfortunes 
with equal trust and hopefulness. There is one thing, 
and only one, at the bottom of the fight—and that is the 
negro. And yet, both North and South are studiously 
ignoring the fact, and deceiving themselves and trying 
to deceive the world as to the cause of quarrel. The 
South pretends to be fighting for independence—but it 
is fighting for the establishment of human bondage as 
the basis of republican government. The North, or 
loyal States, claim to be fighting for the reestablishment 
of the Constitution and laws, and to have no thought of 
property or social institutions in their mind. But they 
know that until slavery changes its relation to govern¬ 
ment, and becomes its complete subject, instead of its 
arrogant master, the peace and safety of the republic 
are impossible. 

“ If our army had been victorious at Manassas, they 
would have marched on to Richmond, and ended this 
war on a false basis ; both parties ignoring to the last 
the cause of the war. 'The God that rules over all, and 
; does exact justice in the end to bond and free, would 
not permit a compromise of this sort to forestall his 
providence. And he has awakened the nation, as by 
the shock of an earthquake. 

“ Would anything short of our unexpected repulse of 
Manassas have quickened the conscience and judgment 
of twenty millions of people in regard to this conflict? 
The ghost of long-murdered liberty to millions of weak 
and despairing captives leaves its tomb, and haunts our 
army, and frights it to panic and flight. Now shall we 
learn, anew and rightly, our position and duties. We 
have an enemy to meet who has long defied God and 
man—who has for generations outraged justice and 
humanity—and who threatens to extend over a whole 
continent the diabolism of his rule. Shall we strike the 
monster where he is vulnerable ? Shall we thrust in our 
spear where the cancer of his crime invites to surgery 1 
Shall we " fight the devil with fire,” according to the 
wisdom of the aneients ? Let a paralyzed army and a 
reeling nation answer.” 

a colored man takino care of himself. 

We have to record an example of strategic skill and 
bravery—in which a negro sailor, unable to read or 
write, was the chief actor—which goes far to console 
us under the sad reverse of our arms at Bull’s Run, 
The facts should put to shame those who question the 
negro’s capacity for the enjoyment and defense of 
liberty, and who, in the great struggle in which the 
country is now involved, are careless of the effect it 
may have upon his interests and rights. 

The schooner S. J. Waring of Brookhaven, Smith, 
master, left this port on the 4th inst., bound for Monte¬ 
video. On the 7th, when only 150 miles from Sandy 
Hook, she was brought to by the privateer Jeff. Davis, 
which took from her a quantity of provisions, and then 
put on board a prize crew of five men, taking away Capt. 
Francis Smith, the two mates, and two seamen, leaving 
the steward, two seamen, and Mr. Bryce McKinnon, a 
passenger, on board. The prize crew were Montague 
Amiel, a Charleston pilot, in command, one named 
Stevens as mate, Malcolm Sidney as second mate, and 
three men. The steward of the Waring was a colored 
man, named William Tillman ; the two sailors, both 
white, wdre William Stedding and Donald McLeod. The 
parties, not counting the passenger, stood six to three, 
while the pirates alone understood navigation. The 


schooner was headed for Charleston—the pirates hoping 
to run into that port in spite of the blockade. The 
negro steward, Tillman, saw at once that if the vessel 
should enter that or any other Southern port he would 
probably he sold into life-long slavery, and his sense of 
this terrible danger was made more acute by overhear¬ 
ing a conversation among the pirates, in which they 
spoke of the price lie would bring in Charleston. He 
had also heard the prize-master say to one of the men, 
“ You talk to that steward and keep him in good heart; 

by --he will never see the North again. The worst 

that would probably befall the white sailors was impri¬ 
sonment for a longer or shorter time during the continu¬ 
ance of the war ; hut the black steward had before him 
a fate worse than death, and with a spirit worthy of 
Patrick Henry’s immortal declaration, “ Give me liberty 
or give me death,” he resolved to escape or perish in 
the attempt. He conferred with the two white seamen, 
but they, having less at stake than himself, declined 
adopting any plan of escape, saying that none of them 
would know how to navigate the vessel if they should 
succeed in getting control. For three days more the 
brave negro reflected upon the subject—his wit and 
courage not paralyzed but stimulated by the awful 
danger of his situation. Having carefully weighed the 
chances of success against the hazard of defeat—the 
value of two pirate lives against his own inalienable 
right to freedom—he at length made an appeal to the 
white sailor, Stedding (a German), saying: “ If you are 
a man to stick to your word, we can take this vessel 
easy. I am not going to Charleston a live man; they 
must take me there, if at all, dead.” Stedding assented 
to the negro’s plan, and they waited and watched for 
an opportunity to carry it into effect. 

On Tuesday night, July 16th, the vessel being fifty 
miles south and one hundred west of Charleston, the 
hour to strike the blow arrived, and the man was ready ! 
The pirate Captain and his two mates were asleep— 
dreaming, perhaps, of the profits to accrue from the 
sale of the vessel, the cargo, and the black chattel who 
had given proof of his value by his skill as a steward. 
Stedding was at the helm. He gave the signal (a cough) 
agreed upon between himself and Tillman, hut the 
latter being too fast asleep to be thus awakened, he 
went to his berth and touched him, saying, “ Now is 
your time.” The negro awoke at once, and with a 
hatchet killed first the pirate Captain, Montague Amiel, 
then Malcolm Sidney, the second mate, both of whom 
were in the cabin. He next rushed upon deck and 
killed the first mate, Stevens, who was sleeping on the 
companion-way. He then, with the aid of Stedding, 
threw the three bodies overboard. All this was but 
the work of seven minutes! McKinnon, the passenger, 
who was sleeping near the pirate Captain, was awakened 
by the scream which followed the fatal blow upon his 
skull. It needed hut a few words to make him compre¬ 
hend the state of affairs, and though he took no part in 
the tragedy, he was not unwilling to escape even by 
such means from the hands of the pirates. The sailor 
Donald McLeod, and the two privateer sailors, named 
Milnor and Dorsey—the former from South Carolina, 
the latter from New Jersey—were asleep up to this 
time, and of course entirely ignorant of what had been 
done. Milnor was called into the cabin and ironed- 
Dorsey, upon learning the condition of affairs, begged 
for his life, and agreed to assist in working the vessel 
if he were not confined. McLeod, though one of the 
seamen of the Waring, was distrusted by his com¬ 
panions, and constantly watched. The black hero now 
took command of the vessel and brought it safely into 
New York, arriving on Sunday last. The two pirate 
sailors were at once sent to prison, while Tillman and 
his companions are detained as witnesses. The schooner 
was anchored off the Battery, where she was the object 
of much curiosity. The bloody spots in the cabin, the 
secession flag that the pirates made out of the Ameri¬ 
can ensign, which was stained with the blood of the 
chief of the pirate crew, and the bloody hatchet, were 
all inspected with great interest. The object of greatest 
curiosity, however, was the hero Tillman, who was 
visited by many people at the Marshal’s office, all of 
whom commended him for his coolness and bravery. 
The Underwriters have expressed the intention to 
reward Tillman and Stedding handsomely, which they 
can well afford to do, as the value of the vessel and 
cargo is estimated at over $100,000. Tillman says that 
at first he had thought of securing all the men, and 
bringing them all to New York alive in irons, but he 
found this was impracticable. To use his own lan¬ 
guage, “ There were too many for that; there were 
five of them and only three of us. After this I said, 
well, I will get all I can back alive, and the rest I will 
kill.” He says he was born of free colored parents in 
Milford, Del., and is twenty-seven years of age. His 
parents moved to Providence, R. I., when he was four¬ 
teen years old, and he has since called that place his 
home. He has followed the sea for ten years, and has 
been in the employ of Jonas Smith & Co., No. 227 Front 
street, by whom the schooner was owned, for the last 
three years. He is of medium height, rather strongly 
built, crisp hair, of nearly unmixed negro blood, and 
hears in his countenance an expression of honesty, 
strong common sense, with some touches of humor. 

After this example of negro courage and skill to plan 
as well as execute, will the powers-that-be at Washing¬ 
ton any longer persist in the folly of denying to the 
blacks an opportunity to take part in the war against 
Southern piracy and treason? Will they any longer 
refuse to avail themselves of the aid of the slaves, who, 
compelled now to fight against the North, are longing 
for a chance to attest their love of liberty by joining in 
the struggle to put down the treason of their masters ?' 
Why is it that when the letter of the Constitution is in 
other respects unhesitatingly disregarded in order to 
preserve its spirit, the Administration suffers itself to 
be hampered by compromises in relation to slavery 
which, always repugnant to morality and freedom, 
were originally granted upon conditions long since 
repudiated by the South ? Why, in regard to slavery 
alone, should the North be in bondage to the mere letter 
of the Constitution ? Is that institution so much more 
sacred than the writ of habeas corpus, that while the 
latter may be suspended by the exigencies of war, the 
former must be carefully protected ? 

We wish the merchants of New York would fit out a 
vessel of war, manned by such black sailors as William 
Tillman, and persuade the government to put it into 
active service against the Southern privateers. Thou¬ 
sands of black men would gladly embrace such an 
opportunity to serve a country hitherto most ungrate¬ 
ful to their race.

When the Union troom cnroLi 
the village of I'rench Creek, Va„ the wife of a fueltfre 
clergyman, and the mother of two interesting and intelligent 
daughters, was so much alarmed that she barricaded her 
house, and secreted herself and family in a dark cellar. 
Her retreat being discovered, and assurances given that 
no harm would be done her, but, on the contrary, protec¬ 
tion extended, she reluctantly came forth! Confidence 
being established, she freely entered Into conversation with 
Lieut. Hogeland. She said that it was currently believed 
that the Northern soldiers intended to plunder their 
houses, murder their children, and violate their women. 
The Lieutenant had no difficulty in disabusing her mind of 
these false and absurd impressions, and persuaded her to 
send for her husband, who gladly embraced the opportunity 
to return to his allegiance. 

Sad Story of Secession Anarchy.— At Mobile, recently, 
a Capt. Jones, the owner of a homestead 17miles above the 
city, being on board his own schooner, was driven by storm 
into Pensacola, where he was arrested upon a charge of 
treason against the Southern Confederacy, and falsely 
accused of conveying dispatches to the United States fleet. 
He was cleared and soon afterwards arrived at Mobile. He 
had just taken the cars to rejoin his beloved wife, when the 
Vigilance Committee found him, at once produced a rope, 
which indeed they always carry with them in their rounds 
—and attaching it to a tree by the roadside, swung off their 
victim amidst his protestations of innocence. The dead 
body was given up to liis wife, who, amidst her unutterable 
suffering, devoted weeks to the object of freeing his memory 
from the aspersions of the mob. She proved beyond a 
doubt, that her husband, while living, was a firm and 
unwavering Secessionist, the idea of betraying his native 
State having never entered his mind, and this she compelled 
the Mobile papers to acknowledge and publish. And thus 
in this “ reign of terror ’’perished one Secessionist at the 
hands of his own friends. This tragedy almost equals some 
of the incidents of the first French Revolution. 




In the Senate, on the 18th inst., there was a debate on 
slavery as connected with the war, a brief report of 
which will be found on the first page. On the 19th, Mr. 
Bayard of Delaware made a speech, for a sketch of 
which see pro-slavery column. On Monday, the hill 
for the confiscation of the property of rebels being 
under consideration, Mr. Trumbull, of Illinois, offered 
an amendment providing that any person held to ser¬ 
vice or labor, employed or in any way aiding the re¬ 
bellion against the government, shall be forfeited by his 
master. 

Mr. Breckinridge (Dem. Ky.) asked the Yeas and 
Nays. Agreed to. 

Mr. Trumbull said that he was glad the Yeas and 
Nays were called for. He wanted to see who would 
vote to allow traitorous masters to employ slaves to 
shoot down Union men. If the Senator from Kentucky 
is in favor of it, let him vote for it. 

Mr. Breckinridge said the remarks of the Senator 
were not called for. He intended to do his duty 
according to his ideas of the Constitution. 

Mr. Wilson said he expected to vote for it gladly. He 
thought the time had come when the government should 
put a stop to traitors employing bondmen to shoot down 
men fighting for their country. He hoped there was a 
public sentiment which would blast any Senator who 
defends traitors for doing such things. 

Mr. Breckinridge said he supposed the Senator from 
Massachusetts was doing what he supposed his duty. 
The Senator from Kentucky should do the same thing. 
And when the Senator attempted to deter him from 
doing his duty by intimating that public opinion here 
or elsewhere should blast him for doing what his con¬ 
science said was right, he talked to the winds. He 
would use no unparliamentary language, but the Sena¬ 
tor knows it is perfectly idle to make such an attempt. 

The amendment was agreed to—Yeas 32, Nays 6. 
Messrs. Breckinridge, Johnson (Mo), Kennedy, Pearce, 
Polk, and Powell, voted in the negative. The bill was 
then passed. 

In the Mouse, on the 18th, Mr. May, of Baltimore, 
explained his visit to Richmond, revealing very clearly 
his sympathy with the traitors. He was eloquently 
answered by ex-Gov. Thomas, of Maryland. On 
Monday, Mr. Crittenden, of Ky., introduced the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the present civil war has been forced 
on us by the Disunionists of the Southern States now in 
rebellion against the government of the United States; 
that in this national emergency, Congress, banishing all 
feelings of passion and resentment, will recollect only 
their duty to their country ; that the war is not waged 
for conquest or subjugation, or interfering with the 
rights or established institutions of these States, but to 
maintain and defend the supremacy of the Constitution 


The first braneh of the resolution, that the present 
deplorable civil war was forced on the country by the 
Disunionists of the Southern States now in revolt 
against the Constitutional Government in arms around 
the Capitol, was adopted, Yeas, 121; Nays, 2—viz : Bur¬ 
nett, and Reid, of Missouri. The remainder of the reso¬ 
lution was adopted—117 against 2, namely: Potter and 
Riddle. 

On the same day a resolution was also passed, calling 
on the Secretary of War to inform the House whether 
the rebel States have in their military service any In-' 
dians or negroes. 0.n Tuesday, Mr. Burnett of Ky. (Dem.) • 
sought ineffectually to introduce a resolution calling on 
the Secretary of War to inform the House whether there 
be negroes in the Army of the United States who have 
been armed, and whether there are negroes, the pro¬ 
perty of any of the revolted States, who have been 
used by our army in throwing up breastworks or 
impediments; and if so, at what places, and the num¬ 
ber of slaves employed. 

Mr. Burnett wished to know whether negroes were 
employed in the Army. He desired to be informed 
from an official source. He had seen them in uniform, 
with rifles, bayonets, revolvers and daggers at their 
side. Why not, then, request the Secretary of War to 
tell us how many of them are in the National Army? 

Mr. Curtis, of Iowa, asked whether the gentleman 
had seen any negroes except as servants? Had he 
seen them in squads or companies ? 

Mr. Burnett replied that one of the best fighters he 
had ever known was a Kentucky negro, who went to 
the Valley of Mexico armed by the National govern¬ 
ment. He did not belong to any company. Mr. Burnett 
further said, in reply to Mr. Curtis, that he had not seen 
negroes in armed squads. - 

Mr. Curtis— Do you believe they accompanied the. 
Army in any capacity exeept as servants 2 

Mr. Burnett —I do not know. The question with me 
is, they were armed like others, and had no business 
there. , ' 

Mr. Lovejoy, of Illinois—Did not negroes aid Gen. 
Jackson in achieving the victory at New Orleans ? 

Mr. Burnett— I am aware of that. 

Mr. Lovejoy— I am for employing any muscle that
